two years hence, they were bound 
by the caucus agreement to vote for 
the bill, and did so. 
The bill was passed finally by the 
vote of 71 to 21.

The republican mem­ 
bers stood solidly behind the Max- 
ey-Anthony forces, and added to the 
democrats on that side, made up the 
50 votes. The 47 votes that the office 
should become effective at once were 
democrats. Crawford, Semple and oth­ 
ers led in this side. 
Beaten on the floor of the house, 
the Crawford-Semple forces took the 
matter to 
the democratic 
caucus, 
which had previously agreed to pass 
the bill. In the caucus the Craw- 
ford-Semple 
forces 
had 
practically 
all their strength, since it was en­ 
tirely democratic. 
But Maxey and 
Anthony were shorn of 50 per cent 
of their supporters, the republican 
contingent, and were a minority in 
the democratic caucus. 
The caucus decided that the bill 
should become effective now, and that 
it should pass; the measure came 
back to the open floor of the house 
today; and the democrats voted for 
it as per the caucus obligations, even 
though they were against the terms 
of the bill.

H. Coyle, as a citizen taxpay­ 
er of Guthrie, immediately following 
adjournment of the special session of 
tile legislature, and approval of the 
capital removal bill by Gov. Haskell.

Under that clause of the state 
constitution authorizing the conven­ 
ing of extraordinary sessions of the 
legislature Gov. Haskell convened the

Justice Kane furnished the dissent­ 
ing opinion in the other case, and in 
dissenting today did so purely upon 
the ground that the terms of the en­ 
abling act were accepted by the con­ 
stitutional convention, thereby it be­ 
came a compact between the people 
of the proposed state and the United 
States, which can not be rescinded 
except by agreement of the two soy-! 
ereignties making it. Justice Kane! 
did not pass upon the question whethj 
er the people could lift the embargo; 
by a vote. 
Justice I»unn% Position. 
Justice Dunn, in dissenting, waiv­ 
ed the proposition whether the peo­ 
ple could bind themselves, and deals 
only with the question of whether 
the legislature could deal with the 
situation. Granting for the sake of 
the discussion, he says, that the or­ 
dinance as an irrevocable instrument 
falls, 
the constitutional 
convention 
had power to bind its agencies until 
such authority is revoked by the peo­ 
ple. He held that the legislature was 
without authority to pass upon the 
matter, for in so doing it would deny 
to the sovereign people their right to 
pass upon it. 
Guthrie Takes Appeal. 
Guthrie will take an appeal to the 
Supreme court of the United States 
upon the issue of the binding force 
of the enabling act after it has been 
accepted by solemn ordinance, such 
as the constitutional convention pass­ 
ed, and later by the acceptance of 
statehood given upon those terms, 
according to former Chief Justice 
Burford of the Territorial supreme 
court, leading counsel in the Guthrie 
case. Tho issues will be made up and 
filed, he thinks, within three or four 
weeks, and the supreme court will be 
asked for an early hearing.

of that character the federal govern­ 
ment would, the opinion recites, be­ 
come a menace to the sovereignty of 
the states. Another contention of the 
plaintiff that the ordinance of the 
constitutional convention, at least be­ 
came -a part of the state constitution 
therefore, could only be repealed by 
a vote of the people, was dismissed, 
the majority 
opinion 
holding 
that 
it was void in so far as it sought to 
bind the state irrevocably. 
The temporary location of the seat 
of government, the court held became 
a legislative act subject to be repeal­ 
ed by the legislature, or by the peo 
pie through the initiative and refer­ 
endum.

Oklahoma City, Ok., Feb. 9.—A bill 
which proposes to establish a state 
sanitarium for the cure of the liquor 
habit is now pending before the sen­ 
ate prohibition enforcement commit­ 
tee. It is stated on reliable author­ 
ity that the bill will be reported fav­ 
orably from the committee. 
It is proposed to establish such an 
institution and to commit all per­ 
sons coming before Police courts and 
other tribunals found to be habitual 
drunkards and to give them the cure. 
It is also proposed to admit to the 
sanitarium free of cost to the pa­ 
tients all persons unable to pay for 
treatment but who desire to get rid 
oi the habit. A physician who has 
been running a private sanitarium 
and has successfully cured many pa­ 
tients by a new process proposes to 
furnish the medicine to the state at 
cost if the state sanitarium is estab­ 
lished.
